Dillon and Hardman Sentenced 
to:From 6 to 12 Years for 
Hold-Up in Village. > 


CHANGE OF PLEA IS DENIED 
Detective Tells the Court They 
Are Guilty of, Other Robberies 
Besides One Charged. 


Edward Dillon, son of the late Dr. 


William A. Dillon of a prominent St. 
Louis family, turned lawyer in Géneral 
Sessions yesterday in an effort to post- 
pone sentence upon himself and: John 
Hardman, scion of a well-known New 
York family, for the hold-up and rob- 
bery of the Dilettante Club; 139 Mac- 
dougai Street, on Jan. 22.

The Most Rev. John Felix Cieplak, 
archbishop. of Viina, Poland, and for-

Bishop Joseph Schrembs, of Cleve- 
land, who delivered the funeral ora- 
tion in English, compared Archbishop 
Cieplak to.Stephen, the first Christian 
martyr, who was stoned to death, and 
to St. Chrysostom. 

About 2,000 who were at the service 
had come here in special trains. From 
Chicago there were 600, from Buffalo 
200, from New England 200 and from 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and up 
State hundreds more. 

The main body of the edifice was 
filled with members of Polish societies. 
Among those with the largest number 
of delegates were the Polish-American 
Welfare Council, the Polish Catholic 
Union of America, the Polish Alliance 
of America, the Polish Women's Alli- 
ance and the Polish Socol. About 100 
Polish Sisters in their black robes sat 
in reserved pews.

There were fif- 
teen such plants in the district. last 
year.. Mr. Foster refused: to renew 
permits for thirteen. Since Jan. 1 an- 
other Kas been cited for revocation of 
its permit. 3 

Judge Hand’s decision is considered 
by Mr. Foster “‘the most important 


court decision in the history of prohi- 
bition.” He said its effect would be 
national in that it would assist prohi- 
bition administrators throughout the 
United States in preparin cases 
— denaturing plants in dis- 
tricts. ; . 

If the Brooklyn Alcohol Company, 
the plant cited for» revocation of its 
permit, loses in the pending court ac- 
tion, there will be only one denatur- 
ing plant in this prohibition district, 
which includes a section of Connecti- 
cut,. and, according to Mr. Foster, the 
output of denatured alcohol will be de- 
creased from 1,300,000 gallons a month, 
as of August, 1925, to approximately 
25,000 gallons a month. 


Hold Bootleggers Get Alcohol. 

United 
tates Attorney Emory R. Buckner 
have often said that a large part of

They 
are relying upon police aid and the 
possible enactment of a State En- 
forcement act that will automatically 
furnish a large number of enforce- 
ment officers, since, under such an 
act, the State and city police would 
be compelled to aid the Federal 
agents.

Hays Asks Davis to Order Her 
Surrendered Tuesday to Aid 
Habeas-Corpus Case. 


BUCKNER AGREES TO PLAN 


Next Move in Fight on Alien Bar 
Up to Washington — Countess 
Assails Movie House Men. 


Arthur Garfield Hays, attorney for 
Vera, Coumtess of Cathcart, tele- 
graphed to Secretary of Labor James 
J. Davis, at. Washington, yesterday,

CARROLL EXAMINED

FRIEND GETS INTO A FIGHT

Earl Carroll, host at the party early 
Tuesday morning in his theatre, where 
Joyce Hawley, a model, appeared nude 
in a bathtub of wine, from which some 
of his guests later drank, spent a haif 
hour yesterday before the Federal 
Grand Jury. Following his departure 
from the Federal Building, United 
States Attorney Emory R. Buckner, 
who previously had intimatéd that he 
was not interested in the Carroll party, 
admitted that the prohibition phase of 
it was under investigation. 

Mr. Buckner declined to explain the 
exact ture of. the proceeding. He 
said there was nothing to indicate 
what form of prosecution, if any, the 
investigation would lead to, or who 
would be prosecuted. As the names of 
several well-known persons had been 
published as among those present at 
Mr. Carroll’s party, Mr. Buckner was 
asked whether Grand Jury subpoenas 
had been or would be served uvon any 
of them. He replied -that he could 
not make public, in advance of their 
appearance, the names of any wit- 
nesses who might appear before the 
Grand Jury. Among the guests at the 
party were’ Vera, Countess of Cath- 
cart, and Harry K. Thaw. 

Carroll the Only Witness. 

Mr. Carroll was the only witness ex- 
amined yesterday. .Under. Section 30 
of the Volstead act no person who tes- 
tifies before a Grand Jury in a liquor 
sale case may be punished. The same 
law also provides that a witness, called 
upon to tell where illegal. beverages 
haa been obtained, cannot plead his 
constitutional right. not to answer for 
fear of incriminating himself. If Mr. 
Carroll answered the Grand Jury's 
questions, he cannot be punished, even 
though it should be discovered that the

The 
other cameramen went into action in 
support of their comrade, and Scaife 
retreated into the Federal Building, 
from which he emerged by another 
door. During the melee Carroll dis- 
appeared. There were no casualties 
and no arrests.

Few Dealers Will Quote Anthracite | 


—See Little Chance for an 
immediate Supply. 


Many complaints were received yes- 
terday that retail dealers were still 
charging high prices for coal, despite 
the settlement of the strike, the ship-. 
ment of large supplies of anthracite 
to New York, and the decreasing need 
for substitute fuels. 

Elias Weinstock of the Shuhert 
Amusement .Company, living in 
Queens, said he had paid $62 for two 
tons of coal which he purchased from 
Burns Brothers on Wednesday. Ques- 
tioned about this. Sanders A. Wert- 
heim, president of Burns Brothers, 
said.that Mr. Weinstock had bought 
English anthracite which Burns 
Brothers had imported. during the 
strike emergency, and which cost 
much more than American anthracite. 
Mr. Wertheim said his company’s 
price for this coal was $28.50 a ton 
in Manhattan and $29.50 in Brooklyn 
and Queens. In Mr. Weinstock’s cdse, 
he said, probably $1.50 a ton was 
charged for carrying the coal from 
the wagon to the cellar. 

Coal Costs $17 Abroad. 

Mr. Wertheim explained that the 
English coal cost his company $17 a

George K. Cherrie, who accompanied 
Theodore and Kermit Roosevelt to Ti- 
bet and Turkestan in search of the 
ovis poli and. other big game, ; ved 
in this city yesterday. He

Mr. Cherrie parted with the Roose- 


Russia with the collections, having ob- 


7|tained a permit from the Soviet Gov- 


ernment for their safe passage through 
Russian territory. Asked whether he 
haa had ‘any trouble with the Russian 
authorities, Mr. Cherrie said: 

“T prefer not to say anything about 


that. I can say, however, that the 
entire collection is safe.’’ 

The naturalist, who was reluctant to 
talk before the return of the Roose- 
velts next week, would not itemize the 
collection but its size may be gathered 
from the fact that the collections and 
equipment of the party required a 
caravan of fifty yaks and camels. 


The Yak a Mean Animal. 

“We found the yak an invaluable 
pack animal in the Pamirs, ” ‘said Mr. 
Cherrie. “It can travel practically 
anywhere that a mountain goat can go. 


18 | However, it is a mean animal, quick 


as a flash with its horns, and when 
you are among yaks you cannot dodge 
and sidestep too rapidly. They hate 
dogs. I was riding on a yak’s back 
in the Pamirs when it took a dislike 
to a dog which was some distance up 
the mountain. That yak shot up the 
icy side of that mountain at a fright- 
ful pace with gne on its back. I clung 
for dear life with my hands and knees 
while it pursued that dog up sheer 
slo’ of rock. It was the hardest 
riding I ever experienced. 

“The ovis poll Is all that Marco Polo 
said it. was. His description of this 
sheep was one of ‘the things that 
caused him to be considered a liar for 
six centuries, but in this, as in most 


‘other particulats, his story Thad up 


with the facts. 

“The ovis poli was killed In the Pa- 
mirs. Most of our specimens, however, 
were killed in the Tien Shan Moun- 
tains in Northern Chinese Turkestan. 


A Geological Chaos. 


“The Tierr.Shan Mountains were by 
far the most. interesting country 
through which we, passed.. I studied 
the geology of! the mountains, watch- 
ing for indications of ore.and oil, but 
made no discoveries of consequence. 
Geologically, that country has under- 
gone so many transformations, up- 
lifts and subsidences that it is a chaos 
of conflicting formations. _I found 
mineral now and then, but could only 
trace it a few feet when I would strike 
other types of strata.
